WASHINGTON (AP)—vSecretary 
of .State Dean Rusk was irporled 
today to be moderately satisfied 
after the first of his talks on 
Berlin with Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly F. Dobry nin—a talk' that 
was conducted in English wnthout 
interpreters. 
It was al.so understood that 
Rusk—after a short cooling-off 
period—has decided to brief the 
Allies on his conversation with 
Dobry nin Monday . 
This policy of consulting with 
the Allies on any Berlin move was 
almost wrecked over the weekend 
by the news leak from Bonn about 
U.S. proposals for a new round 
of Berlin discussirms. 
Officials here said the leak had 
jeopardized seriously the Rusk- 
Dobrv-nin talks and shaken U.S. 
confidence in the West Germans. 
Both Rusk and Dobry nin de­ 
scribed Mcmday 's session as fruit­ 
ful and businesslike, and officials 
believe the talks will be resumed 
shortly , probably later this month. 
One purpose of the meeting is 
to set procedures for future talks 
—including where and when they 
will be held. 
Officials said Rusk and Dobry ­ 
nin had agreed tentatively to hold 
the fourth round of exploratorv' 
talks in Washington. Rusk is re­ 
ported to feel that a fresh start 
with a new participant on the 
Soviet side and in a different lo­ 
cale might create a more favora­ 
ble atmosphere to break the dead­ 
lock over Berlin. 
The first round was between 
Rusk arwl Andrei A. Gromy ko, the 
Soviet foreign minister, in New 
York last fall. It was followed by 
conferences in Moscow between 
Gromy ko and U.S. Ambassador 
Llewelly n E. Thompson. A third 
round took place in Geneva last 
month, also between Rusk and 
Gromy ko. 
Rusk told his aid^ he had dis­ 
cussed with the Soviet ambassa­ 
dor his Geneva talks with Gro­ 
my ko, to set a firm footing for 
future talks. 
U.S. offidals said privately that 
the Borm leak, revealing the Ber­ 
lin settlement proposals Washing­ 
ton wants to disaiss, had annoy ed 
the Kennedy administration—in­ 
cluding the President himself.

The Great Washing to n iteli 


One thing certain ab out the ruckus b e­ 
tween the Kennedy administration and the 
steel industry is that tiie fight will last 
more than two rounds. 

United States Steel 
Corp. knocked down the government b y 
armouncir^ a hi^ier ttmnage price and b e­ 
ing followed in a price-increase policy b y 
miwt trf the other major steelmakers. 
In the second round. United States Steel 
fourel itself on the floor unex pectedly when 
it was unab le to sustain its armounced price 
increase against a competitor’s refuKal to 
make a similar increase. 
This had b een the prob lem last year, 
when Big S t^ was reluctant to risk a 
price b oost in view vS the fierce competi- 
timi for orders in a dwindling market. When 
its increase was announced last week, the 
instantanemis reaction in the steel industry 
was to wonder whether it could hold a 
higher price lir» . 
The answer was not long in coming.

low wage inceases and then ter­ 
rorizes and coerces b usiness when 
it seeks to cover its added ex ists 
with a rise in prices. Stab ility 
can b e achieved now- only b y 
the enactment b y Cimgress of a 
law- to fix the standards of wage 
and price control and to entrust 
them to a commission to admin­ 
ister during the so-called emerg­ 
ency. 
This is an action that nob ody 
likes b ut which Mr. Kennedy has 
made inevitab le. 
The .American people will nrrt 
long consent to leave in the hands 
of one man—even the president— 
the opportunity to raise or lower 
prices or wages without sanction 
of law. Tlie talk of “victory” for

Wage increases in other industries 
will have hard sledding and the 
unions will b e unhappy. Also, if 
the profit squeeze continues and 
more persons are tfirown out of 
work, the current recession will 
not s(x >n b e ended and could 
get worse. The Democrats could, 
therefore, lose many seats in 
Congress nex t Novemb ei-. 
The talk of prosecuting the steel 
companies is largely poppycock. 
If the steel companies violated 
the antitrust laws b y following 
each other successively with an­ 
nouncements on price increases, 
didn't they, b y the same theory, 
violate the antitrust laws b y with- 
draw'ing their price rise announce­ 
ments one b y one?

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Two Ways To Raise Money 


The difference in viewpoint that distin­ 
guishes private enterprise most clearly from 
public enterprise is on raising money. 
April 15 is the climax of the money-raising 
year for the federal government. According 
to the scare stories being pumped out by 
the Washington wind machine this is the 
last year income tax returns will be on a 
hit-or-miss basis as far as auditing is con­ 
cerned. 
In the future, electronic processing will 
figuratively hold taxpayers upside down and 
shake the fillings out of their teeth. Federal 
spenders will get billions more without even 
relying on their current legislative gimmick 
to collect taxes on dividends and bank de­ 
posits first, then challenge the owners of 
the money to get it back if they dispute the 
federal government's right to confiscate it. 
This is the public enterprise way of rais­ 
ing money—pass a law and dispatch publi­ 
cans to all comers of the land to make 
sure that everything claimed by Caesar is 
rendered unto Caesar. The customers is 
not always right. Quite the contrary. When 
the customer disputes his government about 
his taxes he is usually wrong, plus ti per 
cent interest on what he wns wrong about, 
plus a stretch in jail if he was wrong 
enough to be worth the punishment. 


TBF PRIVATE enterprise way of raising 
money is more complex. 
Public confidence must be inspired and 
maintained. 
Interest must be paid on all money—inter­ 
est and dividends. 
Taxes must be paid on the earnings of 
the money. 
Every move made by the handlers of 
the money will be under official surveil­ 
lance and a misstep may cause a bevy of

public employes to utter died threats about 
how' they intend to invoke the full majesty 
of the law’ 
And if private monev-raisers declare that 
they are going to raise a little more money 
than they have been raising because they 
need a little more. government mo n e y - 
raisers may howl like banshees and try to 
make it appear that a wrong is 
being 
committed. 
They may hold hearings, to to court, in­ 
voke penalties, set up a special investiga­ 
tion and summon the miscreants to defend 
themselves for having committed unspeci­ 
fied crimes against society. 


YET. WHEN April 15 comes end goes 
each year the nation meekly turns out its 
pockets for public monev-raisers in Wash­ 
ington, to shake out what has not been 
turned over already to public money-raisers 
in the states and the bailiwicks. 
It is a thought-provoking juxtaposition of 
events that makes the deadline for IMI 
federal income taxes fall at the climax of 
the furor set off by the steel industry's de­ 
sire to raise a little more money, too. 
Everything depends on who’s raising the 
money.

The Great Washington Itch 


Ole thing certain about the ruckus be­ 
tween the Kennedy administration and the 
steel industry is that the fight will last 
more than two rounds. 
In the first round. United States Steel 
Corp. knocked down the government by 
announcing a higher tonnage price and be­ 
ing followed in a price-increase policy by 
most of the other major steelmakers. 
In the second round, United States Steel 
found itself on the floor unexpectedly when 
it was unable to sustain its announced price 
increase against a competitor’s refusal to 
make a similar increase. 
This had been the problem last year, 
when Big Sled was reluctant to risk a 
price boost in view of the fierce competi­ 
tion for orders in a dwindling market. When 
its increase was announced last week, the 
instantaneous reaction in the steel industry 
was to wonder whether it could hold a 
higher price line. 
The answer was not long in coming. 


BEFORE THE last echo of the Kennedy 
administration’s angry charges 
of

for critics and opponents of free enterprise 
to think U.S. Steel backed off because it 
was scared of the Kennedy administration, 
but that is not easy to believe. 
The battle that has been joined between 
free enterprise and victims of the great 
Washington itch to manage the economy 
is not going to end with one skirmish. 
The victims of the itch may go to ex­ 
treme lengths to make their point. They 
may make things miserable for the free en­ 
terprise system.

The talk of prosecuting the steel 
companies is largely poppycock 
If the steel companies violated 
the antitrust laws by following

There was no collusion in either 
case but the government says 
concerted action amounts to the 
same thing. Yet labor unions fix 
wage costs in a whole industry by 
concerted action.

millions of dollars to help elect 
Mr Kennedy and the Democratic 
party.

rules which can be understood 
and are applied equally to all 
sides. 
Without such confidence there 
cannot be profits or prosperity 
of increased jobs. 
Without prosperity, treasury re­ 
ceipts from corporate taxes de­ 
cline and the government’s deficits 
pile up. thus pushing downward 
still further the purchasing pow­ 
er of the dollar. Loss of public 
confidence then leads to a psy­ 
chology of inflation which breeds 
economic disaster.

Among those who gathered often to listen to Jesus, 


there were always some who, moved by His words, 
wanted then and there to become disciples. 
This man was one of them. He had not stopped to 


consider what discipleship really meant: a total change 
m onc$ familiar habits and thinking. 
Familv responsibilities, possessions, home, self-con­ 
cern— all these had to become secondary for the man 
who would follow in the w ay of the Master. 
Jesm demonstrated this m His own life from the first. 


When He was only twelve and His mother, believing 
Him lost, finally found Him questioning the learned 
doctors at the Temple, He told His parents: 
“How is k that ye sought me? Wist ye not that I 


must be about my Father’s business?’' 
Years later, during His ministry, as He talked to the 


people, “his mother and his brethren stand without, 
desiring to speak with him.”

Among those who gathered often to listen to Jesus 
there were always some who, moved by His words, 
wanted then and there to become disciples.

Familv responsibilities, possessions, home, sclLcon- 
cem — all these had to become secondary for the man 
who would follow in the way of the Master. 
lesus demonstrated this rn His own life from the first. 
W hen He was only twelve and His mother, believing 
Him lost, finally found Him questioning the learned 
doctors at the Temple, He told His parents: 
"How is k that ye sought me? W ist ye not that I 
must be about my Father s business?" 
Years later, during His ministry, as I Ie talked to the 
people, “his mother and his brethren stand without, 
desiring to speak with him ” But His answer was: 
“W ho is my mother? and w ho are my brethren?" 
Did this mean that earthly relations were of no 
importance? Not at all. The tenderest and most filial 
bond existed between the Savior and His mother. Even 
as He was dying upon the Cross, He thought of her 
welfare and committed her care to John, the beloved 
disciple. 
What He did mean was that God and the service of 
God must come first.

ACCORDING TO A recent Neil 
son report (January 1961) 46.9 mil­ 
lion homes had one or more TV 
sets and viewing time averaged 
over six hours daily. Dr. Witty 
says his own .studies in the Chi­ 
cago area revealed that children 
of elementary s c h o o l grades 
watched TY for 21 hours a week, 
reaching a peak in the sixth 
grade, declining thereafter with 
14 hours a week in high school. 
The figures for parents were 20 
hours per week. 
Dr. Witty reports that children 
view “more variety shows, Wes­ 
terns, adventure shows, crime and 
s h o c k programs, comedies and 
s c i e n c e fiction than anything 
else”. 
As a rule, youngsters pass up 
the programs on educational sta 
tions, he says. Crime and variety 
shows grow more popular as chil­ 
dren grow older, with crime and 
musical show’s and adult Westerns 
gaining favor in adolescence. 
Dr. Witty roughly estimates, for 
children under six, about IS hours 
a week of viewing time.

Then 
he flies an airplane above it and drops finely-ground dry ice 
into the cloud. Scientists have discovered that a piece of dry 
ice about the size of a grain of rice can cause the formation 
of about three trillion ice crystals, if the cloud is cold enough 
to begin with. Wister droplets in the cloud condense on the ice 
crystals. The crystals grow bigger and bigger until they are 
heavy enough to sink down where they strike warmer air and 
turn into rain. Unfortunately, cold enough clouds of the proper 
type do not always turn up where they are needed.
